(Continued from our laft January Magazine.) 


oO" prefent lecture moft neceffarily be 
‘confinéd to the affairs of England, in 
order’ to conne& the biftory of our own 
country with that of tie mof confiderable 
nations of Europe, atthe fame eras. But 
as little information and lefs inftruction is 
to. be, derived from ‘this early part:of our 
hiftory, we may be permitted to draw it 
within very narrow bounds, in conformity 
to our plan. which isto exhibit a cosmect 
Out-line, not @ finithed hiftorical “pillar. 
The «ra. we.propofé to make the fab 
of this narrative extends from the year et 
tothe death ‘of ‘Charles the Simple of 
France in gag, when «his widow the fifter 
of our King Athelftan, took refu pin 
her brother in England, and broug 
ber fon Leuis, who afterwards s icended 
the throne pf France by the title of 
Louis IV. firnamed D'Outremer, from. be- 
yond fea, owing to that circumftance. 

The confyled hiftory of the Heptarchy 
(the Saxon government of England divided 
into feven kingdoms) clofed with the efta- 
blithment of 4 ‘More fol'le and durable 
form of goéernment in’ the perfon of the 
enterprifiny,- valiabt; and hye oA Egbert 
tive Fivtt, King of at! England. This pritice 
at an carlyege.wae driven from his -coun-' 
uy, his life beingda’damger from — 


louly of Brithric King of the Wet Saxony 
who had feifed on the throne which by 
lineal defcent belonged to ‘Egbert. He 
found an afylum at the court of Chark- 
magne, and he made the moft beneficid # 
ule of his exile; by ftudying the arts of 
war and policy under that renowned her 
and ftatefman, .,The emperor who had ex 
perienced the djfadvantages of governiag 
divided dominions, favoured the ambitios 
of young Egbert, who meditated the defgs 
of becoming fole monarch, if he could onct 
recover the throne of his anceftors.

land, and he was crowned accordingly with 
great folemnity, From this periéd there- 
fore it will be proper to diftinguith al! pub- 
lick-tranfa&tions fouth of the Tweed, by 
the title of the hiftory of England, till the 
union between Scotland and England, when 
the united countries took the name of 
Great-Britain. ~~ 

But the founder of the Englith monarchy 
was not fo fuccefsful again the Danes as 
he had ‘been againft his domeftick oppo-. 
nents. Elated by conqueit, he defpifed 
thefe powerful foes, who landed at Char. 
mouth in Dorfetthire, and marched into the 
heart of that county without oppofition, 
plundering and laying wafie with fire and 
fword as they advanced... Egbert was fo 
firmly perfuaded that they would retire at 
his apptoach, that he -invited his bifhops 
and fome of his principal nobles to accom- 
pany him, in order to take the diverfion 
of hunting the Danes down to the fea 
fhore: but he found his miftake, for the 
Danes gave him battle, and gained’a com- 
plete vidtory; the king only. efcaping. 
through the darknefs of the night; while 


‘four prelates and two Earls were fain z 


this event happened in $32. In 835, the 
Danes landed again in Cornwall, being fe- 
cretly invited over by the Welch, but Eg- 
bert, taught byexperience, had kept up a 
well difciplined army, expecting a fecond 
vifit, and upon receiving intelligence of 
their arrival. he immediately put bimflf 
at the head of his troops, marched againft 
them, before they had time to take an ad- 
vantageous poft, and obtained fo fignal a 
viGory, that England was delivered from 
thefe favage invaders, during the fhort re- 
mainder of his reign. This great prince 
died in the year $38, and was fucceeded by 
his eldeft fon Ethelwolf, a prince of an ine 
dolent difpofition, and fitter for a cloifter, 
in which he had been educated, than fur a 
throne. The Danes taking advantage of 
his weakacfs landed in great force, and 
committed dreadful ravages in different 
| at of the kingdom year after year, 
thelwolf was likewife fo foolif: as te 
adopt the plan that brought on the ruin 
of the French empire; for he gave up part 
of his dominions to his natyral fon Athel- 
ftan, with the title of King of Kent: he 
is fuppofed to have loft his life in a battle 
againit the Danes about the year 852, when 
he attacked them in Surrey, and defeated 
them, but no meotion is made of him af- 
terwards ig hiftory. Ethelwolf died in 
$57, after am inglorious re ga of twenty 
years,

The nation was almoft ¢x- 
haufted, great part of the country laid wafte 
by the Danes, and the people in general fo 
difheartened and worn out by being coati- 
nually in arms again thofe lawlefs inva- 
dérs, that. they feemed ipated to fubmie 
to flavery’ on any tolerable conditions, ra- 
ther than” to make any ¢xtraordinary ef- 
forts for freedom, Yet, notwithitanding 
all thefe uifavourable appeararices, Allces, 
difdaining inglorious ¢afe, and fecure of the 
affeftions. of his fubjets, refolved to exert 
the natural ‘ftrength of the ifland againit the 
common enemy. 

“In little more than a month, he ‘teok the 
field with a powerful army, but inferior to

the wounded. 

Thus was this lady in hearing of 


' one continued fire of cannon and mvuf. 


quetry for four hours together, with 
the prefumption, from the poft of her 
hufband, who was at the head of the 
grenadiers, that he was in the moft 
expofed part of the aétion. She had 
three female companions with her, the 
Baronefs of Reidefel, and the wives of 
two Britith officers,’ Major Harnage 
and Lieutenant Reynell. But in the 
event their prefence ferved but little 
for comfort. . Major Harnage was. 
foon brought to the furgeons very bad- 
ly wounded ; and a little time after, 
intelligence was brought that Liegte- 
nant Reynell was fhot dead, Imagi- 
nation will want no helps to figure the 
ftate of the whole groupe. 

From the date of that action to the 
7th of Odtober, Lady Harriet with her 
ufual ,ferenity ſtood prepared for new 
trials, and it was her lot that their 
feverity increafed with their numbers. 
She was again expofed to the hearing 
the whole aétion, and at laft rectived 
the fhock of her individual misfortune, 
mixed with the intelligence of the ge- 
neral calamity: the troops were de- 
feated, and Major Ackland, defperate- 
ly wounded, was a prifoner.

In 1705, when he was but juft come 
of age; he was chofen reprefentative 
for the borough of Cirencefter in Glou- 
celterfhire, which borough he ferved 
with integrity and reputation, duri 
two patliaments. Though he ente 

fo young into the Houfe of Commons, 
it is fad that he particularly diſtin- 
guifhed himfelf in the ftruggles and 
debates relative to the union between 
the two kingdoms, and that he firml 
fupported a meafure which was fo ss 
calculated to itrengthen the vigour of 
government by uniting its force. It 
is further afferted, that though he was 
contented to aét a fubordinate charace 
ter in the eppofition, planned by Mr, 
Harley and Mr. St. John, his intimate 
friends, to fap the credit of the Duke 


of Marlberough and his adherents, he 


P2 was 
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was of infinite fervice to his party by 
arraigning with fpirit and eloquence 
the condu&- of the General andthe 
Earl of Godolphin. We have not, 
however, been able to meet with any 
traces of the fpeeches delivered by him 
on thefe: interefting occafions. But as 
the hiftories of the parliamentary pro- 
ceedings in the reign.of Queen Anne, 
are remarkably defe€tive in their ac- 
counts of the publick {peakers of that 
period, it cannot certainly be inferred, 
from their filence with refpe& to. Mr. 
Bathurft, that he did not exert himfelf 
in the menner above defcribed. His 
zeal for his political principles did hot 
render him iwfenfible to the merit of 
thoie who were of oppofite ſentiments. 
He nfaintained, in particular, an high 
and invariable perfonal regard for Lord 
Somers ; and when that great man was 
divefted of his office, he behaved with 
fuch -tendernefs and delicacy towards 
him that he preferved his lordfhip’s 


efteem and friendthip. It is obfervable, 
and is a proof of Mr. Bathurft’s having 
acted from conviétion, and. not from 
jnterefted views, that, amidft the nu- 
merotis changes which were made after 


the diffolution of the whig miniftry, 
he accepted of no place from govern- 
ment. Confidering his abilities, his 


activity, and his intimate connexions 


with the principal tories, it .1s, highly 


probable, that he might, if he had 


chofen it, have been raifed to fome 
advantageous and honourable poft. His 
merit, however, did not go unreward- 
ed, though not in a lucrative way ; 
for in the tenth year of Queen Anne's 
reign, her majefty was pleafed, by let- 
ters patent, dated the 3:ft of Decem- 
ber, 1711, to advance him to the dig 
nity of a peer of Great-Britain, by the 
ftile and title of Lord Bathurft, Baron 
Bathorf of Battlefden, in the county 


of Bedford. This was at that memo-' 


yable period, in which the adminiftra- 
tion, to obtain a — 5* insthe Upper 
Houfe, brought twelve new lords into 
that Houfe in one day.

The ufe and application of this ftory, 
added Lord Bathurft, is very obvious: 
for if this way of proceeding be ad- 
mitted, it will certainly prove a very 
dangerous engine. _No man’s life, li- 
berty, or property will be fafe: and if 
thofe who were in the adminiftration 
fome years ago, and who had as great 
a fhare in the affeétions of the. people 
as any that came after them, had made 
ufe of fuch a political machine, fome 
of thofe noble perfons, whe now ap- 
pear fuch follicitous promoters of this 
bill, would not be in a capacity to 
ferve his majefty at this time. 

His lordfhip further faid, thatif fuch 
extraordinary proceedings went on; he 
faw nothing remaining for bim, and 
others to do, but to retire to their 
country houfes, and there, if ‘poffible, 
quietly enjoy their eftates, within their 
own families, fince the leaft correfpon- 
dence, the leaft intercepted letter might 
be made criminal. In fupport of this 
reafoning, he quoted a paflage from 
Cardinal de Retz’s memoits, relating 
to that wicked politician Cardinal Ma- 
zarine, who boafted, ** that if he had 
but two lines of a man’s writing, with 
a few circumftances attefted. by ‘wit- 
neſſes, he would cut off his head when 
he pleafed.”” - His lordthip alfo feverely 
animadverted on the majority of the 
bench of bifhops, turning himfelf 
towards which, he faid, that he could 
hardly account for the inveterate ha- 
tred and malice fome perfons bore the 
learned and ingenious Bifhop of Ro- 
chefter, unlefs it were, that they were 
intoxicated with the infatuation of

On a motion for reducing the forces, 
on the fecond reading of the mutin 
hillon the 16th of March, 1737-8, his 
lordthip ftood up with great eloquence 
and ſpirit, Hy met a large ftanding 
army, and in favour of a national mi- 
litia.

Lord Batharft preferved, to the clofe 
of iis life, his natural cheerfulnefs 
and vivacity ; and was always accefh- 
ble, hofpitable, and beneficent, He 
delighted latterly in rural amufements, 
and’ enjoyed with philofophical calm- 
nefs the thade of the lofty trees he had 
himfelf planted. Till within a month 
of his death, he conttantly rode out on 
horfeback two hours in the mornin 
and drank his bottle of wine after din- 
ner. He ufed jocofely to declare, that 
He never could think of adopting Dr. 
Cadogan‘s regimen, as Dr. Cheyne had 
affured him, fifty years before, that he 
would not live feven years longer un- 
lefs he abridged himfelf of his wine. 
Fn 1772, his fordhhip was advanced to 
the dignity of Earl Bathurft. He lived 
to fee—his eldeftfurviving fon feyeral 
years Lord Chancellor of Great-Bri- 
tain, and — to the peerage b 
the title of Baron Apfley. The ‘eat 
of Earl Bathurft’ happened after a few 
day ilinefs, at his feat near Cirencefter, . 
in the ninety firt year of his age, and 
on the 16th.of September, 1775. Orn 
the 21ft of September his lordthip was 
buried with dué funeral honours, at 
the varifh church of Cirencefter. in. the 
fame vault with his lady: a monument 
has fince been ere€teed to their memo- 
ry, on which is the following. infcripe-, 
tion ;

WM HEN Monfeur de ‘Feriol was
